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Continuation of 13. Other: The Applicant argues that Beyer (851) discloses polysilicon, not epitaxial silicon. This is not persuasive 
because Beyer is clearly discloses the trench is filled with boron doped polysllicon either by depositing polysilicon in a RF equipment or by 
epitaxial silicon deposition, col. 5 line 53. Such epitaxial silicon deposition would read on the claim. With respect to Spark (461), Beyer 
(284) and Beyer (531), it clearly demonstrates that the silicon can be epitaxially deposited in the trench; thus such process is conventional 
in the art. The rejected claim 14 does not have any limitation on how much or where the epitaxial layer should be deposited in the trench. 
Therefore, the cited references would read on the claim limitations. With respect to the newly added limitation in claims 17,19, and 20-21 
would change the scope of the invention that require further search and/or consideration . 
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
